The meeting was held in Darby Twp.

composed primarily of residents of 
that township. 
Dave Kohli, who chaired the 
meeting, said the findings of the 
citizens committee indicated four 
major problems which contributed to 
the increased crime rate: lenient court 
systems; limited police protection; 
lack of citizen support; increased 
potential for crime. 
The immediate 
concern of the 
committee was the lack of police 


protection which he said the com­ 
mittee found was due to the limited 
funding in the sheriff’s department. 
Pressure was brought to bear on 
commissioners to provide more 
general fund money for the sheriff’s 
department and to reassess govern­ 
mental priorities, if necessary, to 
provide the additional funds. Questions 
fired at commissioners even included 
how much they were paid and what 
percentage of their total income that 
was, 
John Fraim, a member of the 
committee who made the introductions 
at the beginning of the meeting, said: 
“ If we have to choose between pot 
holes in the road and having our homes 
broken into because of a lack of police 
protection, we’ll take the pot holes.” 


L. Kobert ijston, chairman ot the 
Pickaway County Commissioners 
informed those present that com­ 
missioners have a total of 52 budgets to 
approve each year and the amount of 
total money that can be app-oved must 
balance with the amount of income 
certified by the auditor. 
He said that in the final analysis, ail 
budget requests must be cut some to 
protect the county against deficit 
spending and the sheriff's was cut 
more because he had asked for the 
largest increase in funds. 
Liston also noted the countyvhas been 
able to give all of its employes a 
modest raise and has also provided the 
employee’s share of hospitalization. 
Fringe benefits provided tor the 
deputies include an allowance of $3 per 


hour for off duty court time required 
by their job, vacation and sick leave. 
Liston also pointed out that it is the 
duty of the commissioners to allocate 
funds to the various departments, but 
it is the decision of the elected official 
as to how the money will be spent in the 
department. 
Sheriff Dwight Radciiff stated he has 
lost seven experienced field deputies 
during the past 60 days to better 
paying jobs. He has been able to 
replace three of these deputies. 
Starting salary for a deputy sheriff is 
$6,660 according to the sheriff. The top 
field deputy salary is $10,1% and the 
top salary for detectives is $11,700. 
His staff of 33 includes two detec­ 
tives, 12 deputies assigned to patrol the 
county with three men to each of the 


rour piaioons; jail matron and ad­ 
ministrative assistant, who is Mrs. 
Radciiff; the civil division with a full 
time deputy and clerk; three deputies 
assigned to the courts, four full time 
dispatchers, one auxiliary dispatcher, 
the community relations division 
which includes one full time deputy 
and a female deputy, the records 
division the cooks and clerks. 
In answer to a question as to how 
many more deputies he needed to 
provide adequate police protection, 
Sheriff Radciiff said that he would 
need at least eight more patrolling the 
county roads to reach the recom­ 
mended officer-population ration of 
the FBI.

Clifford said such a meeting would 
be held after Lance gets his “ day in 
court" before the Senate committee, 
the same panel that recommended his 
confirmation to head the Office of 
Management and Budget. 
On Wednesday, Heimann issued his 
second report on Iaince's past finan­ 
cial affairs, again saying he found 
nothing illegal but noting he had 
referred some transactions to the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. for 
“ additional inquiry.” 
A spokesman for the corporation 
confirmed that it had received a letter 
from Heimann and said it “ will do 
everything possible to cooperate with 
the comptroller.” 
Bringing the corporation into the

In 1904-05 a new Parsonage was built 
at a cost of $1365. The old Parsonage 
was sold for $300. and moved across 
the alley.

The South 
Bloomfield United 
Methodist Church of South Bloomfield, 
Ohio, will be observing its 100th bir­ 
thday with a homecoming celebration 
on September 18. The District 
Superintendent, Clyde Pinned will 
deliver the message at 9:00 a.m. At 
noon there will be a carry-in dinner, 
followed at 2:00 p.m. by a special 
program. 
In the days of circuit 
riding 
ministers, a group of religious settlers 
of the Village of South Bloomfield 
worshiping as a body in homes of 
neighbors, realized the necessity of an 
organized church and building. 
That was in 1830. Three years later 
the first Methodist Episcopal Church 
was founded. 
Originating from ideas verging on 
puritanism the organization grew. A 
church was built, but proved to small 
for its congregation less than fifty 
years after its erection. A new church 
building was erected, and this, stand­ 
ing today as a monument to a com­ 
munity faith will celebrate it’s 100th 
anniversary on September 18,1977. 
The residents of the Village met in 
1833 as an organized congregation at 
the home of Daniel Millar, (which was 
later the site of the American Hotel, a 
stage coach stop - 1847-1976). 
In 1835 an organization of IO mem­ 
bers was effected, which then was a 
part of the Pickaway Circuit. Later it 
became part of the Franklinton Cir­ 
cuit. 
The first church building was 
erected in 1837 at a cost of $1500.00 on 
land donated by William Renick and 
his wife Mary. 
The first Trustees of the Church 
were Thomas Morris, Jeremiah Clark, 
Daniel Millar, Abner Briggs and John 
Martin. 
In 1868 the South Bloomfield circuit 
was organized out of the old Royalton 
Circuit. The circuit consisted of 
Hedges Chapel, Asbury Chapel. Union 
Chapel, 
Shadeville 
and 
South 
Bloomfield Churches. Later a Par­ 
sonage was built which the people had 
some difficulity paying for as in 1875 
there were only 9 members on the

In 1877 the old church was tom down, 
and a new brick church was erected on 
practically the same spot. 
The church was paid by sub­ 
scription. Everybody in and out of the 
church aided in the enterprise, so that 
a house, complete in every detail was 
built at a cost of $3,946.30. Some of the 
costs included: Furnace $162.00, slate 
roof $287.95, spouting $21.50, benches 
$250, pulpit and furniture $72.00, 
Church plan $5l , labor $201, lightning 
rods $60, lumber $355.85, lath $40 , bell 
$172.75,68,000 bricks (at $5.50 per 1000) 
$378, each chandelier (sic) $37.50, etc. 
Total cost of the church included 
organ, lamps, carpet, furniture, 
furnace, and bell. 
In March, 1875, the church was put 
into use, and was dedicated on April 7, 
1878. The Rev. J. M. Rife was the 
Pastor and in his report to conference 
he stated, “There are fully IOO at 
regular services and not infrequently 
150 to 200 persons.” 
In 1904-05 a new Parsonage was built 
at a cost of $1365. The old Parsonage 
was sold for $300. and moved across 
the alley. 
From the first buik^ra; until todqy 
there have been many organizations, 
but The Helping Hand Society, is of the 
longest duration, and has contributed 
much to the finances and support of the 
church and Parsonage through out 
these years. 
In the 1950’s the basement of the 
church was remodeled to be used for 
Sunday School classes, social get 
togethers, a new organ, piano, and 
chimes were installed. Stained glass 
windows replaced the clear glass 
windows. The windows were designed 
by a local art teacher, Mrs. Vivian 
(Runkle) Michael. Later the church 
exterior was sand blasted and 
refinished.

Hubbs Of The Fish World

San Dieg o — Dr. Carl L. Hu bbs, o ne 
o f the co u ntry ’s mo st ho no red marine 
scientists fo r 62 y ears, has really made 
a name fo r himself. He’s also made a 
name fo r 22 species o f fishes, o ne 
g enu s and o ne species o f lichen, o ne 
bird, o ne whale, two mo llu sks, o ne 
crab, two insects, three species o f 
alg ae, o ne research institu te, and o ne 
lake in Nev ada. 
‘ They ’re all named Hu bbs,” say s 
his wife, Lau ra, who has assisted the 
sprig htly , 8 3-y ear-o ld scientist fo r the 
last 60 y ears. “And he takes pride in all 
o f them I think — ev en tho u g h, if y o u 
ask me, that Lake Hu bbs in Nev ada is 
the mo st Go d-fo rsaken place I’v e ev er 
seen.!” 
Carl Hu bbs, a dro ll g entleman who 
still has jet-black hair, lo o ks fo ndly at 
his wife. “Nev er mind,” he say s. 
“There’s a mimmo w named after her, 
to o . Lau rie, we call it. And a lantern 
fish also bears my wife’s name. Cu te 
thing . Has 50 to 60 little lig hts bu ilt in 
it, and can flash them o n when it wants 
to . lake I^au ra.” 
A remarkable co u ple, the Hu bbs’ are 
interv iewed o v er lu ncheo n at their 
latest namesake — the Hu bbs-Sea 
Wo rld Research Institu te in San Dieg o , 
a few miles fro m the farned Scripps 
Institu tio n o f Oceano g raphy , where 
Carl is Pro fesso r Emeritu s. 
“The o ceans are fu ll 
o f 
new 
species,” he ex plains, “ and the 
scientist who disco v ers them (and 
co ntribu tes scientific papers) is likely 
to find them named after him.” 
Altho u g h Hu bbs pro bably has mo re 
marine namesakes than any o ne else 
aro u nd, he assu res that “There are 
sev eral tho u sand that hav en’t been 
disco v ered. Ju st recently in Hawaii, 
so mething came to the su rface, 
tang led u p in Nav y g ear. It had v ery 
small teeth, bu t it was an u nkno wn 
v ariety o f shark — no do u bt abo u t that. 
Fascinating . like to hav e been there to 
see it.” 
Altho u g h 
they ’re 
bo th 
o c­ 
to g enarians, the Hu bbses still spend 


larg e amo u nts o f time o n research at 
Scripps and the Research Institu te at 
Sea Wo rld, where stu dies are cofr- 
stantly being co ndu cted in the fields o f 
fisheries and bio lo g ical research, 
aqu acu ltu re and marine animal 
hu sbandry . The Institu te pro v ides 
o ppo rtu nities fo r stu dents to learn the 
ru diments o f marine bio lo g y and allied 
fields. Pro g rams are o ffered in su ch 
areas o f specializatio n as Ichthy o lo g y , 
Aqu acu ltu re, Aqu atic Env iro nmental 
and Po pu latio n Stu dies, and Aqu atic 
Science Edu catio n. 
“It's po pu lar to day fo r stu dents to 
want to g et into co u rses like this — 
particu larly here in Califo rnia.” It 
seems o ne step to y o u th fro m su rfing 
and skin-div ing , to making a career o f 
o ceano g raphy . 
“A lo t o f peo ple want to be marine 
bio lo g ists no w — bu t they mo stly want 
to start at the to p,” say s Dr. Hu bbs, 
amu sed. “They are fu ll o f emo tio n, bu t 
no t so fu ll o f effo rt. Instant-bio lo g y is 
what they ’re lo o king fo r. The attitu de 
is Gee, I want to be a mammal ex ­ 
pert.’ We no w hav e stu dents who co me 
in and say , ‘I want to be a whale 
perso n. 
Please lead 
me 
to the 
whales.’ ” 
It’s no t that easy . 
Say s Lau ra: “Ev ery thing is ev en 
mo re co mplicated than it u sed to be. 
And peo ple aren’t any smarter.” 
The basics mu st be learned first, bu t 
to day ’s y o u th do n’t want to stu dy the 
basics. Dr. Milto n Shedd, chairman o f 
the bo ard o f the Institu te, o bserv es 
wry ly 
that 
“ with 
the 
present 
bu reau cratic red tape and en­ 
v iro nmental impact stu dy g ro u ps, the 
wo u ld-be marine mammal ex pert 
wo u ld find it u sefu l to be a phy sicist, 
chemist, master at fo rensics, debate 
and ex tempo raneo u s speaking , and 
certainly hav e a law deg ree. After that 
is acco mplished, with a little lu ck he 
may 
be 
permitted 
to 
stu dy 
g rassho ppers, o r po ssibly do mestic 
(no t fo reig n) snails . . . ” 
Dr. Hu bbs smiles. “In o ther wo rds, it 
is no t so easy to day to co ndu ct the kind

Hubbs Of The Fish World 


By PHYLLIS BATTELLE 
San Diego — Dr. Carl L. Hubbs, one 
of the country’s most honored marine 
scientists for 62 years, has really made 
a name for himself. He’s also made a 
name for 22 species of fishes, one 
genus and one species of lichen, one 
bird, one whale, two mollusks, one 
crab, two insects, three species of 
algae, one research institute, and one 
lake in Nevada. 
“They’re all named Hubbs,” says 
his wife, Laura, who has assisted the 
sprightly, 83-year-old scientist for the 
last 60 years. “And he takes pride in all 
of them I think — even though, if you 
ask me, that Lake Hubbs in Nevada is 
the most God-forsaken place I’ve ever 
seen.!” 
Carl Hubbs, a droll gentleman who 
still has jet-black hair, looks fondly at 
his wife. “Never mind,” he says. 
“There’s a mimmow named after her, 
too. Laurie, we call it. And a lantern 
fish also bears my wife’s name. Cute 
thing. Has 50 to 60 little lights built in 
it, and can flash them on when it wants 
to. Like Laura.” 
A remarkable couple, the Hubbs’ are 
interviewed over luncheon at their 
latest namesake — the Hubbs-Sea 
World Research Institute in San Diego, 
a few miles from the famed Scripps 
Institution of Oceanography, where 
Carl is Professor Emeritus. 
“The oceans are full of 
new 
species,” he explains, “and the 
scientist who discovers them (and 
contributes scientific papers) is likely 
to find them named after him.” 
Although Hubbs probably has more 
marine namesakes than anyone else 
around, he assures that “There are 
several thousand that haven’t been 
discovered. Just recently in Hawaii, 
something came to the surface, 
tangled up in Navy gear. It had very 
small teeth, but it was an unknown 
variety of shark — no doubt about that. 
Fascinating. Uke to have been there to 
see it.” 
Although 
they’re 
both 
oc­ 
togenarians, the Hubbses still spend 


large amounts of time on research at 
Scripps and the Research Institute at 
Sea World, where studies are coff 
staidly being conducted in the fields of 
fisheries and biological research, 
aquaculture and marine animal 
husbandry. The Institute provides 
opportunities for students to learn the 
rudiments of marine biology and allied 
fields. Programs are offered in such 
areas of specialization as Ichthyology, 
Aquaculture, Aquatic Environmental 
and Population Studies, and Aquatic 
Science Education. 
“It’s popular today for students to 
want to get into courses like this — 
particularly here in California.” It 
seems one step to youth from surfing 
and skin-diving, to making a career of 
oceanography. 
“A lot of people want to be marine 
biologists now — but they mostly want 
to start at the top,” says Dr. Hubbs, 
amused. “They are full of emotion, but 
not so full of effort. Instant-biology is 
what they’re looking for. The attitude 
is Gee, I want to be a mammal ex­ 
pert.’ We now have students who come 
in and say, T want to be a whale 
person. 
Please lead 
me to the 
whales.’ ” 
It’s not that easy. 
Says Laura: “Everything is even 
more complicated than it used to be. 
And people aren’t any smarter.” 
The basics must be learned first, but 
today’s youth don’t want to study the 
basics. Dr. Milton Shedd, chairman of 
the board of the Institute, observes 
wryly 
that 
“ with 
the 
present 
bureaucratic red tape and en­ 
vironmental impact study groups, the 
would-be marine mammal expert 
would find it useful to be a physicist', 
chemist, master at forensics, debate 
and extemporaneous speaking, and 
certainly have a law degree. After that 
is accomplished, with a little luck he 
may 
be 
permitted 
to 
study 
grasshoppers, or possibly domestic 
(not foreign) snails . . . ” 
Dr. Hubbs smiles. “In other words, it 
is not so easy today to conduct the kind

of research Laura and I have done 
most of our lives.” 
One 
of 
the 
Hubbses’ 
many 
specialties has been the study of 
marine mammals; one formidable 
whale is, in fact, known scientifically 
as “mesoplodon Hubbs.” 
Asked about the trainability of the 
“killer whales” — those awesome 
“Shamu” superstars of aquatic shows 
— Dr 
Hubbs says, “The general 
consensus is that the killer whale, 
which is a large dolphin, is easier to 
train than the average porpoise. It’s a 
size factor. A killer whale is not in­ 
timidated by a trainer only a fraction 
of his size, and therefore, not being 
frightened, it is more amenable to 
learning tricks.” 
And are killer whales really killers? 
“Well, they’ve got big mouths and 
teeth and, from old ships logs, we learn 
they killed other whales. 
“There’s a working riddle that would 
seem applicable: ‘What do you do 
when a 5,00(1—lb. killer whale doesn’t 
want to do what you want it to do?’ 
The correct answer is: ‘Nothing.’ ”

Laparoscopy is a very common 
gynecological operation. It is per­ 
formed safely, and is a valuable 
method for uncovering important 
information within the abdominal 
cavity. 
The laparoscope is painlessly in­ 
serted into the abdomen under local or 
general anesthesia. Through this in­ 
strument, the doctor can examine the 
abdomen and the pelvic area. 
Much information is obtained about 
the condition of the Fallopian tubes, 
the ovaries and the uterus. It has been 
remarkably effective in finding the 
causes of infertility and for locating 
the cause of unexplained abdominal 
pain. Photographs can be taken 
through the instrument for further 
study. 
The new techniques of laparoscopy 
have made a tremendous impact on 
the practice of gynecology. 
You should not deny yourself the 
advantage of this excellent type of 
examination because of your un­ 
necessary fears.

Unless you consume fewer 
calories than your body requires for a 
normal day's activities you will not 
lose weight.

One of the home canner’s main 
concerns, and rightly so, is vacuum 
sealing. 
Wise gardeners planted with an eye 
to staggering crops so they could 
harvest summer through fall, cap­ 
turing fresh fruits and vegetables at 
their peak and preserving them for off­ 
season use. For those who don’t have a 
garden, the next best course is to take 
advantage of plentiful supplies in the 
market, always selecting only the 
strictly fresh and undamaged. 
There have been so many im­ 
provements, new ideas developed, new 
concepts in food safety, that quite 
likely your old canning books, in­ 
structions and 
recipes should 
be 
discarded. There are no safe shortcuts. 
Canning and freezing must be done by 
the book. Get the latest information. 
Most container manufacturers offer 
new and modem, detailed instructions 
and recipes. State and Federal 
department of agriculture bulletins 
are also available. 
Times have changed and many of 
Grandmother’s methods should also be 
discarded simply 
because today’s 
foods are different. The acidity of soil 
and food has changed through modem 
agriculture 
therefore

changed. Even in pickling, for 
example, recipes are different because 
Grandmother’s vinegar 
was quite 
different from ours and salt was saltier 
and less refined. 


But, here are general rules for 
processing fruits: 


Jars: Wash them in hot soapy wafer 
and rinse thoroughly. After rinsing, 
keep them in very hot water until 
you’re ready to use. Don’t use stiff 
brushes, steel wool, washing soda or 
abrasives that can scratch the glass. 
Examine them for nicks inside and 
around the rim.

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LOF Co. Protests PUCO Decision 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Libbey-Owens-Ford Co. wants Gov. 
James A. Rhodes to do something 
about a recent Public Utilities Com­ 
mission ruling the company claims 
will unnecessarily cost the glass 
producer $358,700 this year. 


Robert G. Wingerter, LOF board 
chairman, has written Rhodes com­ 
plaining bitterly that the decision 
“holds disturbing implications for 
Libbey-Owens-Ford and Ohio com­ 
panies who have invested heavily in 
self-help gas programs.” 


A Rhodes’ aide has responded that 
the governor is aware of the concerns 
Wingerter has voiced and that the 
governor also believes the PUCO is 
concerned about the complaints. The 
self-help program is one of Rhodes’ pet 
projects. 


It encourages Ohio industries to 
develop their own energy supplies. The 
concept especially pushes for the in­ 
dustries to drill their own natural gas 
wells with that fuel supply delivered by 
the utility companies for a charge. 
Wingerter claims LOF has “invested 


approximately $10 million to develop 
supplies of self-help gas, both in Ohio 
and Oklahoma.” 
His concern centers on action taken 
by PUCO July 22 when it ruled that 
Columbia Gas of Ohio Inc. no longer 
must contract with individual in­ 
dustries when buying em ergency 
supplies of gas. Formerly the PUCO 
prohibited the gas company from 
passing the higher cost of emergency 
gas along to any customer except those 
signing contracts. 
Columbia claims the ruling allowed 
it to buy 6 billion cubic feet of 
emergency natural gas. The company 
says that volume should mean no in­ 
dustrial curtailm ents this winter
